Back in packets No. 65 and No. 227 
Y mentioned two Queen Victoria 
Mourning Covers I had managed to 
purchase for my collection. 

In 1945, in the Black Book of the 
Stamp Specialist, I wrote a very short 
article about these covers, entitled 
“Canada Mourns Her Beloved Queen.” 
The inspiration for the title came 
from a cover I had seen in the Fred 
Jarrett collection, but which I did not 
own. It has taken me ten years to 
find another but I finally made it! 

It has a % in. black border on all 
sides,—has a black space for the 
stamp, surrounded by a frame of 
fancy scroll work. Above this space 
are the dates “1837-1901”,—the years 
of Queen Victoria's reign. To the left 
in three lines “Canada Mourns/ 
—Her—/Beloved Queen” in old 
English fancy serifed type. 

Also, has anyone seen, or own a 
copy of a Victoria Mourning Cover 
which has four heavy black lines 
forming a box around the stamp 
space,—the lines crossing at the cor- 
ners? I have a used stamp on a piece 
with this design, and wender about 
the rest of the design. Can anyone 
come to my assistance? 

F299—King Edward 2c Plate +70

tions of “The Canada Plate Block 
Catalogue” by Major White, and pub- 
lished by the Stanley Stamp Co., is 
illustrated a beautiful and scarce 
strip of the 2c King Edward from 
Plate #70.

#300—Diamond Jubilee “Essays” 


In a recent auction sale I noted a 
lot listed in the Canada section, des- 
cribed as “1897—Diamond Jubilee 
complete set of seven essays.” My 
curiosity arcused I took the oppor- 
tunitv to look 'em over. I never had 
heard of any Essays for this issue, 
and if they were okay I sure wanted 
them in my own collection. What 
were they? 

If you have a copy of Fred Mel- 
ville’s “Phantom Philately” look un- 
der Great Britain (not Canada), and 
ycu will find one of the values illus- 
trated. To quote Melville “In the year 
of the Diamond Jubilee a London 
firm had a series of seven ‘Com- 
memorative Stamps’ prepared in 
several designs portraying the mem- 
bers of the Royal Family. They are 
lithographed in color on white paper, 
and perforated, and although they do 
not claim to be ‘postage’ stamps they 
are in seven denominations as fol- 
lows:

But since others may appear on the 
market I have taken up a lot of 
space to give you full particulars. 

As Great Britain—yes, as Canada 
—no. As poster seals or souvenir 
seals—yes, as Essays for postage 
stamps—no. 

There you have it folks,—this 
completes #300 of the Hollow Tree 
which began in Popular Stamps, in 
April 1948. When we started we 
doubted if we would ever reach #100. 
Now we are hoping that enough in- 
teresting and unusual kinds of phila- 
telice material will come along to 
make 4500 a real possibility. We 
hope you like the unusual too,— and 
will be with us at packet #500.

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Plate Block Charlie Says: 


A' new year, but the same old 
troubles. We still have plenty of 
blank spaces in our albums for the 
older issues. I am hoping the dealers 
—three of them—who have my want 
list, will be able to fill in a few of 
them for me this year. 

I note one eastern dealer list has 
omitted everything between No. 227 
and No. 268. It is this group that I 
have been advising plate block col- 
lectors to go after. 

While I do not believe there are 
encugh of these older issues to fill 
all wants, I do believe there are 
plenty of them, or rather a lot of 
them held as duplicates by collectors. 
This could be a good time to dispose 
of them and make a few collectors 
hanpy. 

I note prices of $9.00 for the dol- 
lar fish No. 302. I do not know why. 
I believe there are post offices with 
some of them still in stock. I know 
of one office that had several panes 
of them befcre Christmas. There 
must be other offices with them also. 

I wonder how many sets of the 
coronation are being sold at the 
prices asked by dealers? Not very 
many Pll bet. Plenty of these are in 
collectors hands. 

Why so high an asking price for 
the 1953 Queen 3c Plate 4? True it 
was the last plate of this value to be 
issued before the new Queen, 1954 
came out, but that is no reason for 
the high price asked at this time. 
They were scarce a year ago because 
no one had seen very many of them, 
but since then plenty of them have 
been around. I think plenty of them 
are in collectors hands and no doubt 
as is the case with the coronations, 
dealers have plenty of them. 

I have seen far fewer of the 2c 
green P6 of the 1953 issue, than P4 
of the 3c, yet the price asked for 
these is less than half what is being: 
asked for the 3c P4. Let us hope deal- 
ers know what they are doing, and at 
the same time, let us hope we collect- 
ors know what we are doing. 

I may be sticking my long serawny 
neck out, and get something heavy 
and sharp dropped on it, but the 
above are my thoughts. Don’t get too 
far behind with the current plates. 
If you are short any positions after 


a reasonable time, get them from 
your dealer. It is better to pay double 
face for them now, than to pay four 
or five times face for them later on. 
Get what you can at face from ‘the 
post office, then fill in from your 
dealer. 

Some of our recent commemora- 
tives are not too plentifull. The Sask- 
Alta. Jubilee and Scout Jamboree for 
instance. Particularly the Sask-Alta. 
Jubilee. 

By the time this in print our hock- 
ey stamp will have been issued and 
on its way out. With only the one 
plate for this one there should be 
plenty of them to go round. 

With a new dollars stamp possible 
this year don’t wait too long to com- 
plete your Totem sets. Look what is 
being asked for the dollar fish. 

I hope to be around here when the 
flower sets are issued, if issued in 
colors. If they are flat looking as 
some of our recent issues who wants 
to be around. 

Too bad our animals series can’t be 
shown on the double size stamp. 

Glad to have been with you. 
Cheerio and good hunting. 


O.H.M.S. CHECKLIST 
NOW AVAILABLE 





Announced last September but held 
up until first of this year, collectors 
of Canadian stamps will find the 
latest complete information of the 
stamps issued for, and used only in 
Canadian Government Departments, 
in a new Checklist prepared by Roy 
Wrigley, of West Vancouver. The 
first Checklist of these stamps was 
issued by the B.C. Philatelic Society 
in 1942, and listed 147 varieties. The 
methed of identifying the eight A to 
IH, perforation positions had been 
created by C. B. D. Garrett, of Horse- 
shoe Bay, in. 1939. 

This was followed by Checklists 
by Garrett in 1947 listing 191 var- 
ieties, by Gordon in 1948 with 240 
varieties again by Garrett in 1949 
with 266 varieties, then Gordon, 
whose list was brought out by Eaton 
cf Stanley Stamp Co., in 1950 with 
322 varieties. After years of special- 
ization, Roy Wrigley has issued a 16- 
page Checklist identifying 890 var- 
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leties, which sells for $1.50. It illus- 
trates the method of perforating by 
the P.O. Dept. of the regular Can- 
adian postage stamps, for exclusive 
use of Government mail. It is inter- 
esting to note that while many com- 
mercial firms have initials perforated 
into their stamps, to ensure their use 
for the company’s mail, and not for 
private use, in the case of the Govern- 
ment, the perforated O.H.M.S. in 
their stamps was essentially for ease 
in accounting the amount of postal 
service each Dept. used. 

The Government perforater O.H.M. 
S. with five holes commencing with 
the 1912 King George V ‘Crown’ of lc 
to $1 values was carried through 
to the 1989 Royal Visit issue, the Air- 
mails, and Special Delivery. The per- 
forating was changed to four holes 
with the 1935 King George V R.C.M. 
P stamp, the 1937 King George VI, 
through the Royal Visit, War, Peace, 
and Revised, Airmail and Special Del- 
ivery isues. | 
` Tne perforating method was dis- 
continued, and the stamps overprinted 
O.H.M.S. commencing with the 1949 
War issue. The overprinting O.H.M.S. 
was changed to ‘G’ with the 1950 Re- 
vised issue, and is used by all Govern- 
ment Depts. today. Certain Govern- 
ment stationery, postbands and en- 
velopes were perforated, and over- 
printed. These are quite rare. 

Collectors are always watching for 
certain of the O.H.M.S., to find those 
few with a missing period. Then, in 
one rcw of stamps, the spacing be- 
tween the overprinting is narrow, 
compared with the other nine rows. 

The prize error however, is in the 
10c “Fur” 1950 issue, where in some 
sheets of fifty stamps the 'G” is en- 
t.rely missing from one stamp. The 
first one discovered sold for $500.00, 
but are valued today at $75.00 by col- 
lectors interested in these Canadian 
stamps. 

One point might be added in the 
above: 'Che P.Q. Dept. has a record of 
the number of every stamp, back to 
the 3 penny Beaver, with one excep- 
tion. They have no record of number 
of 5 and 4-hole perforated OHMS. 
This is one factor leading to the dif- 
ficulty in arriving at the scarcity, 
and value of certain of these stamps. 

Editorial Note: — Roy Wrigley 
started collecting in Toronto in 1895. 


With his Canada Postage, Revenues, 
snd Stationery well along, he special- 
ized on the Official. His collection of 
524 out cf 890 varieties was awarded 
Silver Medal at the BNAPS Exhibit, 
at Hartford in October. His newly 
isued CANADA OFFICIALS CHECK 
LIST added 568 varieties over the 
previously issued Checklist, and has 
heen widely acclaimed by interested 
collectors. 


NORTH TORONTO EXHIBITION 





The North Toronto Stamp Club 
(CPS Chapter 5) announces that its 
13th annual exhibition will be a two- 
day affair this year, a new departure. 
The display at North Toronto Mem- 
orial Gardens, 180 Eglinton Ave. W., 
will be open free of charge to the 
public on Saturday, March 24, from 
1.30 to 10.00 p.m., and on Sunday, 
March 25, from 1.30 to 6.00. It is ex- 
pected that some 200 frames of 
stamps will be on display. 

The feature attraction will be a 
selection from one of the cutstanding 
collections on this continent, an ex- 
tremely fine exhibit of some early 
European classics. In addition will be 
seen two very important exhibits of 
material rarely if ever seen on dis- 
play. One of these is a complete col- 
lection of Swahililand. This East Af- 
rican territory was transferred to 
Great Britain by Germany in ex- 
change for Heligoland. Before World 
War II there were only 25 complete 
collections of Swahililand in existence, 
most of which were destroyed or 
damaged in the bombardments of 
Hamburg. The second exhibit is a 
probably unigue collection of essays, 
die proofs, color proofs and booklets 
cf Bavaria, (1911-20, Kingdom to Re- 
public). This is the only time that 
these will be shown intact, for the 
owner intends to break up the col- 
lection. 

On Saturday, March 24, there will 
be a bourse at which visitors may 
examine or purchase material from 
the CPS and NTSC sales books, and 
from the stock of some of the leading 
dealers cf the Toronto area.

WHA’ TIS ZIT? F.D. OR D.D.! 

An article in a Calgary newspaper 
brings to light something a bit out of 
the ordinary in first day covers. It 
appears that after cover fans, of 
which there are a great number in 
Calgary, posted their covers to F.D. 
collectors both at heme and abroad 
for the New Hockey stamp on Jan- 
uary 23rd, the covers turned up at 
their destinations postmarked Jan. 
23, 1955, instead of 1956. 

Post Office officials were flabber- 
gasted. The covers were specially 
cancelled with a hand stamp for clear 
postmarking instead of being run 
through the electric cancelling mach- 
ine, 
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At this distance we can only guess 
at what happened. After turn of a 
new year we find ourselves that it 
takes us till about the first of Feb- 
iuary each new year to keep from 
dating the occasional letter or memo 
with year date figures of the past 
year. Perhaps the same habit con- 
fused the clerk when setting up the 
canceller. Or if this particular hand 
stamp is reserved for F.D. covers, it 
may not have been in service since 
used on the last new stamps in 1955 
and when set up for the Hockey 
stamps the clerk changed the month 
and aay date but fergot the year date 
and it appeared as when last used in 
1955. 

But here’s a F.D. cover and yet 
not such a cover. It’s postmarked a 


year before the stamp was even 
made. Can the P.O. do anything 


about it? They were to go into a 
huddle about it, but what can they 
do! They might devise a rubber 
stamp, such as are used in fire dam- 
age, rail or sea disaster, marking the 
error. But try and get the return of 
all the covers that may have been 
addressed to places from Halifax to 
Timbucto. We can't see it. In fact if 
[ had one of these predated covers 
I'd be disposed to hang on to it and 
perhaps prize it more than it’s up- 
to-date brother from Ottawa on Jan. 
23, 1956. 


HAS ODDITY ENVELOPE 








I have an interesting item of Postal 
Stationery, Holmes 1076a the 3c 
overprinted 5c except that the copy 
[ have has the overprint on a blank 
envelope except for a very slight 
trace of purple ink. One has to look 
close to notice the trace of purple ink 
at all and it bears no resemblance to 
the 3c stamp at all so that the over- 
print is all that is really noticeable 
on the envelope. Oddly enough this 
envelope was purchased in a package 
from the Philatelic Branch, Post Of- 
fice Department, Ottawa. — M. L. 
Brown.

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Stamp Twins Re-united in Montreal

A used-in-the-U.S. pair of Can- 
ada's T1e-pence green of 1857, which 
had been cut apart and lost to each 
other for 30 years, is now in New 
York, awaiting sale in the Jan. 25-26 
B.N.A. auction cf Harmer, Rooke & 
Co. The story, as told by the present 
owner of the ‘Pembina Twins,” goes 
like this: 

A Canadian fur trader, who want- 
ed to avoid the censorship of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, posted a 
letter on Nov. 2, 1858, at the year- 
old U.S. post office at Pembina, a 
town on the Red River in the ex- 
treme northeast corner of what is 
now North Dakota. Pembina is about 
65 miles down the Red River from 
Fort Garry (now Winnipeg), where 
the settlers had opened their own 
post office a few years earlier. The 
two 734-pence stamps had probably 
heen purchased at Fort Garry, which 
exchanged mails with Pembina. 

The pair eventually became part of 
a collection whose owner needed 
money in 1906. He cut them apart, 
and the left stamp, bearing the 
“PEM” part of the postmark, was 
sold at auction in London that year. 
it found its way into the collection 
of Col. John. S. O'Meara of Mont- 
real, a Canadian specialist. 

The righthand stamp, with the 
“BINA” part of the postmark, turn- 
ed up in a New York auction about 
1921 and was acguired by Dr. Lewis 
L. Reford of Montreal, who formed 
a famous collection of British North 
America stamps. 

Colonel O'Meara and Dr. Reford 
were close friends, and incidentally 
both were members of the Royal 
Philatelie Society of London. One 
day in 1936 when they were looking 
at each other’s stamps. Dr. Reford 
noticed the “PEM” cancellation on 
Colenel O’Meara’s /!e-pence green. 
This intrigued him because he re- 
membered his own T/!1e-pence with 
its “BINA” marking. He put the 
two stamps beside each other and 
found that edges and cancellation 
matched, leaving no doubt that this 
was a severed pair. 

The men agreed that the pair 
should be reunited, and decided to 
draw for the ownership, the loser to 


receive a certain sum of money. Dr. 
Reford won and the pair became a 
cherished shcwpiece in his collection. 

When Dr. Reford died in 1950, his 
vast collection was sent to Harmer, 
Rooke & Co. in New York to be auc- 
tioned (it realized more than $254,- 
000), but the Pembina Pair was with- 
held by Mrs. Reford, who wrote to 
Colonel O’Meara: | 

“I have kept “Pembina' aside as it 
is not tc be sold to anyone, not even 
to you, but I would like you to accept 
it as a remembrance of Lewis. I 
know it is what he would wish me to 
do. He would tell me when you used 
to bring your stamp up, and had 
many a good laugh over it. It was 
cne stamp that I knew about, and 
the pleasure it gave to you both. It 
was strange how they came together. 

“I would like to feel that ‘the 
Twins’ were going ‘home,’ and know 
they will give you a great deal of 
pleasure.” 

The Colonel's reply included these 
words: 

“T would take my stamp troubles 
te Lewis and his diagnosis of each 
and solution to all were such that I 
always left informed, relieved and 
happy. Now I go by the U.T. build- 
ing with a heavy heart, but have the 
consolation of having been counted 
a friend of Lewis’. 

“As to ‘Pem’ and ‘Bina,’ our ‘twins’ 
as we called them, he really was the 


one responsible for bringing them 
tegether, though late in their exist- 
ence. And now, through your 
thoughfulness and kindness, they 


will not again be separated but re- 


main with one of the foster par- 
ents ...I want you to know my 
rm . > 

“Thank you is a very real “Thank 


you.' They will always remain with 
me as a reminder, not that one is 
needed, cf a rare and lastine friend- 
ship and of a very eracious donor.” 

Two years later Colonel O'Meara 
died and the pair was purchased by 
Paul H. Dolbec of Quebec.

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CBC STAMP CLUB ANNIVERSARY 





The CBC Stamp Club celebrated its 
sixth anniversary and its 311th con- 
secutive brcadcast when ìt conducted 
its weekly session Saturday, Feb. 4. 

The Club, which first got under- 
way in 1949, has been growing 
steadily ever since, and now boasts 
32,000 members in 47 different coun- 
tries. The program is produced in 
Toronto by Dan McCarthy and each 
week fellow “stampers”—famous or 
otherwise—are interviewed, guestions 
from various members are answered 
and different stamps and their his- 
tories are diseussed. The club has had 
some celebrated guests in its six 
years, too, including Eleanor Roose- 
velt, who appeared on behalf of 
UNESCO, to publicize some of its 
stamps. The late President Roosevelt 
was an enthusiastic stamp collector. 

Although the Club is only heard in 
Canada and some parts of the U.S., 
word of its activities are made avail- 
able to stamp enthusiasts in other 
countries by the International News 
Service, with the result that the Club 
now has a Pen Pal service and cor- 
responds with collectors from all over 
the world. President Doug Patrick 
has been able to amass some of the 
rarest stamps available from Papua, 
or New Guinea this way. 

The Club was originally started for 
children, but the demand by adults to 
be included, too, became so great that 
it was soon expanded and now num- 
bers an even distribution of adults 
and children among its 32,000 mem- 
bers.

TIME TAKES A BEATING 


We stamp collectors are always 
looking for oddities. And editors have 
their ear to the ground for unusual 
news items. Popular Stamps is print- 
ed in the same office as The Cobden 
Sun, weekly newspaper serving its 
constituency. It's editor the other day 
brought to our attention an item sent 
in by one of The Sun's country cor- 
respondents which took us back to 
our own newspaper days and the 
thrill it gave us to scoop up one of 
these oddity contributions. 

The Sun’s correspondent reports 
that a Mrs. Derwood Bennett of 
Queen’s Line while visiting her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Ira Byce of Grant’s Settle- 
ment, last fall, lost her bracelet wrist 
watch. It was one of those cute little 
timepieces about an inch long and a 
little over a half inch wide with an 
expansion bracelet of about the same 
width. Toward the end of January a 
chicken was killed on the Byce farm 
and in being dressed for culinary pur- 
poses the watch was found in the 
chicken's gizzard. 

Now most of our reader's are city 
people and probably not too familiar 
with farms and the fowl to be found 
around the farmyard, but we know 
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they are familiar with the size of a 
chicken; it's excellence for the dinner 
table and no doubt know something’ 
about a chicken’s anatomy.
